Meet Violent Attacks. 

The government during debate met 
with violent attacks from several 
of the deputies, notably Signor Tura- 
ti leader of the intransigeant social- 
ists; Signor Conti, head of the re- 
publicans, and Signor Nicolussi, head 
ot the German group. To all their 
verbal thrusts, however, Mussolini, 
was equal, replying sharply and to 
the point, in a manner similar to tha 
he adopted in delivering his maiden 
speech outlining the government's 
policy on ‘Thursday.

Mrs. Bessie Jensen, 21, of Pulliam

Threat of Third Party.

Revocation of license and refusal 
to permit one to ride in an auto- 
mobile for a given period, depend- 
ing upon the nature and serious- 
ness of the offense, is a punishment 
more likely to act as a deterrent 
than those usually employed by 
courts in upholding the traffic reg- 
ulations, : 

Take away his car for a month 
or other period, and the man who 
finds his automobile a _ pleasure 
and convenience_as most car own- 
ers do, will think a long time be- 
fore he chances another traffic law 
violation. 

The principle is one which might 
well be applied to almost any crime 
or law violation, if the appropriate 
apd most efficient punishment could 
be found. It looks like Judge Pulci- 
fer has found it in the case of vio- 
lators of the traffic laws.

Today’s Rule—Bid suits originally 
on high cards only. 

Q. With King and one low in the 
dummy, and Jack and two small ones 
in my own hand, should I go up with 
the King, if a card is lead through 
the same at a suit bid? 

A. No. Good players do not lead 
away from Aces, therefore, the Ace 
must.lay ever the King. If Ace and 
Qneen are there, you will lose the 
King any way. If leader has led 
away from the Queen, you will either 
make your King or the Jack in your 
own hand. 
and the Ace takes it, and leads back 
the suit, if the opener has the Queen 
and 10, you’ will also lose your 
Jack. 
Q. Dealer bids no trump. I sit 
second hand with 6 diamonds; Ace, 
9, 8, 6, 5, and 3.
